specific authorization. Navy yards 
and docks are being expanded 
and needed tools and ohtcr afcil- 
ities are being improved.

1.— Anticipating Congressional 
action in voting construction funds 
by calling for bids and plans on 
standard type warships before the 
appropriations are made.

warships. Under the law, half of 
the shipbuilding program is allot­ 
ted to private and navy yards 
each.

3.— Intensification of appren­ 
tice and other personnel training 
needed in the building program 
4.—Stepping up naval aircraft 
procurement, with the rate being 
raised from 350 annually to 500 
planes during the next fiscal year.

Lunches but no al­ 
coholic liquors, and bait and tac­ 
kle shall be sold by the grantee, 
for the convenience of the public. 
Restrictions on the sale of liquor 
on the pier were read into the or­ 
dinance after a half hour debate 
from the floor and among council- 
men. 
That no games of chance or 
skill may be licensed to operate on 
the pier, the council also instruct­ 
ed Attorney Brown to insert an 
amendment prohibiting any such 
activity. No action will be taken 
on adopting of the franchise ordi­ 
nance or granting of the franchise 
until the newly demanded regula­ 
tory ordinance is adopted, coun- 
cilmen agreed. 
Next regular 
meeting of the council will be on 
April 20, but because completion 
of the pier is scheduled for April 
14 citizens of the community an­ 
ticipate called council meetings to 
deal with the regulatory ordin­ 
ance.

production. They are not easily passed on to the 
consumer.” 
Governor Olson is attem pting to make the peo­ 
ple believe there are some kinds of tax es that do 
not hurt the worker and the small consumer.

They are passed on to the consumer in the worst 
possible form. 
They probably hurt the working 
man and the consumer more than any other kind 
of a tax .

The 
first difference is, higher education is infinitely 
more discriminatory . Practically every one can 
learn to read and write, so nearly all the citizens 
get back what they pay in tax es. 
Higher education is entirely different. Every one 
knows th a t only a very small percentage of the 
people are really able to m aster complicated prob­ 
lems. Therefore, only a very small percentage of 
the people get back what the government takes 
from them. 


capita] in the territory . 
To reduce it to simple ex ample, income, gift and 
inheritance tax es eat up the cows that are giving 
milk and the hens that are lay ing eggs, and, thus, 
reduce the demand for labor to take care of cows 
and hens and, thus, lower its wages; and they also 
reduce the amount of consumable goods, thus m ak­ 
ing it higher in price and harder for the worker to 
buy . 
It has been reported, on good authority , that 
some 9 0 California millionaires have taken up 
their residence in Nevada in order to prevent the 
State from confiscating so much of their income 
and their wealth when they die. 
These men of 
wealth who refuse to come to the Slate, because 
of the tax ation, and who refuse to invest in en­ 
terprises after they are here, because of fear of 
income and inheritance tax es, does infinitely more 
harm to the working man than any other kind of 
tax ation. 
We challenge Governor Olson to point out a 
single, solitary case where tax es can be on pro­ 
duction or on income or on inheritance, where it 
does not hurt the working man and lower his 
wages and his standard of living. 
It is certainly a demagogic scheme that Olson 
is resorting to in attem pting to fool the people. 
We have been try ing for the last twenty -five y ears 
in the Federal Government to tax in a way that 
j 
it was not passed on. Look at the results. Instead 
of improving the condition, we constantly make it 
worse. 


NO SN A K E -E A T IN G 
If y ou’re thinking of eating snakes in public, 
don't go to Kansas to do it. 
I t’s against the law. Nothing is provided relating 
to the eating of live goldfish, but we can look for 
such a law any time now. 
The pro-snake statute is just one of the freak 
laws encountered by Prof. Newman F. Baker of 
Northwestern University in a trip through the 
wonderland of the state statute books. He found 
laws against inciting hostile Indians to break a 
treaty 7, against hitching a stallion within 8 00 feet 
of a place of common worship, against stealing a 
neighbor's cook or butler. 
It's easy 7 to get a law passed, but hard to repeal 
it, no m atter h ow ridiculous a change in times has 
made it. Any state which purged its statutes of 
all this useless lum ber would be doing a great 
service.

Trickle Do wn 
The S tate educators have contended for y ears 
that intellectual training, which these educatable 
people get, will rebound indirectly and'benefit 
society . They contend, it seems, we can rob one 
class to benefit another class and the benefit which 
the few receive will trickle down to the class who 
j 
pay and get no direct benefit. This is the sam e; 
theory of dictators.—They are doing it for the j 
good of the poor. It is about the same theory as 
was followed under Hoover. T hat loaning money to 
j 
Ihe big fellows at low rates would trickle down to' 
the workers. The direct beneficiaries of higher 
education claim likewise. Their benefits will trickle 
down to those who cannot take a college educa­ 
tion. 
But, we have been practicing this theory for 
y ears and it does not seem to work out in prac­ 
tice. The recipients of State education, after they 
get out into business, make no concessions to com­ 
pensate those who were not educated by the State. 
Of course, some doctors render some free service 
to those w’ho are not able to pay . But those who 
graduated from State schools do not do any more 
j of this than those from private schools. 
And if, as these defenders of State education 
: proclaim, those who are educated by the State 
j greatly benefit the hewers of wood and drawers of 
| water, why should Ihese students not start out by 
benefiting the hewers of wood and the drawers of 
water, by pay ing for their own education ? By what 
method of reasoning can we believe that they can 
be the beneficiaries of force, by tax ing the poor, 
and hope that later on these graduates voluntarily 
will give this assistance, which the poor has giv­ 
en them, back to the poor. 
William James say s, "Truth is what will work. 
And this theory that free higher education indi­ 
rectly benefits the poor, does not seem to work. Of 
course, education that is voluntarily given or earn­ 
ed benefits society as a whole. It is possibly this 
difference between coerced S tate education and 
voluntary private education th a t has confused us 
in the belief that State education is beneficial to 
society . 
It simply does not work out th at way . When 
strong, intellectual and keen individuals start their 
life by crushing the weak, by tax ation, they sel­ 
dom ever get the spirit of the philosophy of Chris­ 
tianity and plow back into the world w hat the un- 
educatable have contributed to them.

WASHINGTON — Private con­ 
ferences held between high State, 
War and Navy Department of­ 
ficials indicate that the Roosevelt 
Administration finally has awak­ 
ened to the seriousness of Nazi-

ex pansion of German and Italian 
air lines, some of them fly ing 
not far from the Panama Canal.

And most import­ 
ant of all, from the standpoint of stock prices, for­ 
eigners then held a large percentage of the stocks 
of leading American companies. 
When they sold 
out our stocks had to give way badly . Now foreign 
holdings of our stocks are small. 
In the light of all these circumstances it seems 
clear that not an imminent war but the domestic 
situation accounts chiefly for the stock market 
collapse of the last four weeks. 
The m arket has 
gone down because the administration has welshed 
on its promise to remove the handicaps to business 
which have already prolonged the depression for six 
y ears. A month ago the secretary of the treasury 
talked erf removing what he called “the tax deter­

Medical World Still Seeking Ef­ 
fective Whooping Cough 
Vaccine 
For more than twenty y ears 
Phy sicians have been ex periment­ 
ing with various vaccines in an 
attempt to find some method of 
inoculation w'hich 
would 
have 
reasonable certainty in helping 
to prevent whooping cough. 
This is one of the main prob­ 
lems that confronts medicine to­ 
day . 
Whooping cough is a wide­ 
spread disease far more serious, 
in fact, for the growing child 
than either measles or scarlet 
fever. 
The most that could be done to 
prevent the spread of whooping 
cough was to

children 
who became infected so that well 
children could not come in con­ 
tact with them.

Francisco vaccinated 211 infants 
with a whooping cough vaccine 
and used 18 2 infants who were 
not vaccinated for purposes of 
comparison. 
During a period of 34 months 
there were 29 of the children 
who had been vaccinated defi­ 
nitely ex posed 
to 
w h o o pi ng 
cough; nine developed the dis­ 
ease and 20 did not. 
During the 
same period there 


were 32 of the children who were 
not vaccinated who happened to 
be ex posed to whooping cough. 
Among these 29 developed the 
disease and three escaped. 
The figures from this study in 
California are now verified by 
similar studies made in 
other 
large cities of the country . 
Ap­ 
parently there is a reasonable 
amount of protection to be de­ 
rived from suitable vaccination 
against whooping cough. 
Parents will do well to give 
their children 
opportunity 
for 
such protection, particularly at 
times when whooping cough is 
wide-spread in the community .
